Infantry Division were sent 
in to reinforce the Vietna- 
mese troops, the spokesmen 
said. 


The two U.S. companies — 
about 350 men — reported kill- 
ing seven enemy troops and 
capturing one in the 
central 
highlands battle. A U.S. Army 
helicopter was shot down by 
ground fire but there were no 
casualties, spokesmen added. 


In other action, B52 bombers 
struck again Saturday afternoon 
at suspected Viet Cong troop 
concentrations 
in 
Tay 
Ninh 
Province 60 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 


U.S. air strikes over North 
Viet Nam were hampered for a 
10th straight day by bad weath- 
er Saturday and pilots concen- 
trated mostly on coastal tar- 
gets. 


U.S. headquarters reported an 
accidental 
mortar 
shelling 
which wounded a Vietnamese 
civilian and set a house afire 
Saturday night. A spokesman 
said a unit of the U.S. 1st Infan- 
try Division fired an 81mm mor- 
tar round which fell short of its 
target and landed 
near

Cuong village 13 miles north- 
west of Saigon.

HAYWARD, Wis. (AP)—There is no possibility any 
of the nine airmen aboard a B52 Strategic Air Command 
bomber survived the apparent explosion and crash into 
remote woods. 


That was the conclusion late Saturday of Col. Fred 
Sherman, head of an investigating board and vice com- 
mander of the 410th Bomb Wing at K. I. Sawyer Air 
Force Base, Mich. 
Witnesses said the eight-en- 


men in a clash that continued 
into the night.

The National Democratic par- 
ty is expected to run weU in 
Nuernberg, once a Nazi citadel, 
and Bayreuth, home of Hitler's 
favorite 
composer, 
Richard 
Wagner. 


The election in Bavaria, West 
Germany's largest state in area 
and second in population, will 
gauge how much popularity the 
national government in crisis- 
torn Bonn. 


6.8 Million Voters 


Polls will be open in Bavaria 
from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., with 6.8 
million persons eligible to vote. 
They will be choosing 204 mem- 
bers of the legislature from 
among 920 candidates. 


Going into the election, the 
Christian Social Union was in 
firm control of the legislature 
with 110 seats. The Socialists 
have 79, the Free Democrats 10, 
and the Bavarian party 5. 


The Christian Social Union is 
the Bavarian wing of Chancellor 
Ludwig 
Erhard's 
Christian 
Democratic party, and its chair- 
man 
is 
ex-Defense 
Minister 
Franz Josef Strauss. 


Strauss himself is not a candi- 
date, but a setback to his party 
could weaken his influence in 
Bonn. 


He gained a reputation as a 
kingmaker when ex-Nazi Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger was picked by 
the 
Christian 
Democrats 
as 


their candidate to succeed Er- 
hard. 
Kiesinger's 
selection 
came after he had" received 
strong 
endorsement 
from 
Strauss' wing. 


Offers Ministry Post 


Kiesinger, 
minister-president 
or governor of the neighboring 
southern state of Baden-Wuert- 
temberg, has offered to make 
Strauss a minister in a new gov- 
ernment. Strauss, a controver- 
sial figure, favors closer West 
German ties to France and re- 
appraisal

Strauss' party in Bavaria is the 
Social Democratic party, whose 
national chairman.

The Czech-born American cit- 
izen was seized by police Oct. 31 
when 
the 
Soviet 
airliner 
on 
which he was flying from Mos- 
cow to Paris made an unsche- 
duled stop at Prague. The Rus- 
sians insist it was an emergency 
landing, but U.S. officials sus- 
pect it was part of a plot for 
Kazan-Komarek's arrest. 


The United States has pressed

Czech 
Embassy 
here and the Foreign Office in 
Prague for immediate access to 
Kazan-Komarek. 
The 
Czechs 
denied Saturday the right of 
access "pending completion of

But at Cosenza near the toe of 
the Italian peninsula more than 
40 hours of uninterrupted rain 
swelled rivers and flooded high- 
ways. 
Snowstorms 
whipped 
around the peaks of the south- 
ern Apennines. 


The south had been spared the 
ruin of the Nov. 4 floods that 
devastated wide areas of north 
and central Italy. 


Large areas of land in the del- 
ta were under salt water, trans- 
forming the once fertile area 
into a lagoon that rose and fell 
with the tides of the Adriatic.

Here is a 
unique chance for responsible

Money Too Often Decides Elections 


"Can a girl from a little mining 
town in the West find happiness . . .?" 


So began (and began and began) a 
popular radio soap opera of some years 
back. Today, many observers of the 
American scene are asking a similar 
question, but one whose answer is of 
vastly 
greater importance than the 
fate of a fictional heroine. 


"Can a man of modest means find 
success in the field of politics?" 


The problems of the heroine, 
it 
may be remembered, were occasioned 
by her marrying into an abundance of 
money. The problems of many a would- 
be mayor or governor or congressman 
or president are often insuperable be- 
< ause of an acute lack' of it. 


Rich men have always taken an 
jtive role in American politics, either 
n person or behind the scenes, and on 
' alance it has been to the great good 
'nrtime of the Republic. Nevertheless, 
tviere was a time when money was an 
' mbarrassing hindrance and the ability 
'o point to a log-cabin or middle-class 
background a distinct advantage to a 
politician. 


Today, because of the 
fantastic 
osts of campaigning, great private 
r ealth seems almost a prerequisite for 
» career in politics, at least on a na- 
ional scale. The outstanding men of 
both parties— the Kennedys, Rocke-

Yet even when parties and not in- 
dividuals are considered, money too 
often appears to be an overriding fac- 
tor in whether an election is won or 
lost. It simply takes money—and more 
of it all the time — to run a head- 
quarters, pay for printing, buy broad- 
cast time and finance candidates' ex- 
penses, even in a local contest. 


It should not be so, but so far no 
one has come up with a solution that 
will put money in its proper place — 
and that place is at the very end of the 
list of qualifications a man must have 
before entering politics and at the 
very last of the factors that determ- 
ine whether one party is voted into 
power and not another.

Family 
In Cass

VIRGINIA—Among the older 
citizens of Virginia, some will 
¡remember 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
I Samuel Petefish and some of 
¡the recollections in this article, 
¡but 
the 
younger 
generation, 
¡who during their lifetime will 
enjoy the benefits of the fine 
Memorial Library, should know 
all they are able to learn about 
these 
pioneers 
who 
are 
the 
ancestors of Mrs. Maria Pete- 
| fish Prather, whose loyalty and 
love of her family and early 
home is donating this library 
to the city of Virginia as her 
memorial to them. 


The 
Virginia Library 
build- 
ing on the northeast Corner of 
the public square is 
progres- 
sing rapidly toward completion. 
It is a Memorial Library, do- 
nated by Mrs. Maria Petefish 
Prather, of Springfield, ill., ih 
! memory of the Petefish family, 
pioneers in this city and county. 


Posterity 
will look 
upon 
it 
with pride. 


Mrs. Prather has a baptis- 
mal certificate, dated 1784, the 
child's name, Johann 
Beeder- 
fisch, 
mother's 
name 
Maria 
Beederfisch, 
of 
Rockingham, 
V i r g i n i a . 
The 
Beederfisch 
(translated is Petefish), broth- 
ers were Hessian soldiers and 
came over from Germany and 
were 
paid 
to 
fight 
for 
the 
English 
in 
the 
Revolutionary 
war. Whether they deliberately 
deserted or were captured is 
not known, but they landed in 
Rockingham 
County, 
Virginia, 
and worked as apprentice farm- 
ers. 'They then came to Chicago 
and on to Morgan county. They 
settled 
in What is now 
Cass 
county and the land, which is 
still in the family name, was 
near the Bethlehem church and 
school, 
both 
buildings 
having 
been 
removed 
several 
years 
ago. 


Samuel 
Petefish, 
born 
in 
1824, and his wife, Nancy Ma- 
ria Hudson Petefish, born in 
1828, came into Virginia. (111.), 
and bought the property 
one 
block west of the county jail, 
w h i c h 
was 
a 
Presbyterian 
boarding school. The east side 
of 
the 
house 
was 
used 
for 
[schoolrooms and Mrs. Prather 
remembers 
when she was 
a 
small child in the third grade, 
she 
and 
little 
friends 
used 
box starch for chalk and en- 
joyed 
Writing 
on 
the 
black- 
boards which had been left in 
the room, 
then in use 
as a 
laundry. 


The family traveled 
extens- 
ively and Mr. Petefish bought 
land wherever they went—Glen 
Woods Springs, in Colorado; a 
park hear Dow City, Iowa, and 
a farm in Weldon, Iowa. They 
weht to Yellowstone Park 
in 
a covered wagon. At that time 
they had two small sons who 
were with them on the trip and 
one boy died. They made 
a 
trip on the Missouri river and 
during the trip the boat caught 
fire. They were told it was full 
of explosives 
and to get 
off 
the boat and go back in the 
Woods. In the excitement they 
lost 
the 
live 
boy 
but 
saved 
the body of the boy who had 
died. Mrs. Petefish 
a l w a y s 
thought he, Henry, would come 
home 
because 
he 
was 
old 
enough to know his name, but 
iti 1870 it was established he 
had drowned. 


Mr. 
Petefish 
helped 
start 
several banks in Virginia, Rlish- 
ville, Mt. Sterling and in Cass 
county. The Petefish, Skiles & 
Co. Bank is about to observe 
its 100th anniversary and has 
used the same name through- 
out the years. It was a private 
bank, then became a state bank 
and was located on the south 
corner of the west side of the 
public square. The building is 
now the property of Don Huff 
and is occupied by him as a 
barber 
shop. 
The 
Petefish, 
Skiles & Co. officials purchas- 
ed the Farmer's National bank 
and the Centennial bank, both 
in 
Virginia. 
However, 
Pete- 
fish, Skiles & Co. is still oper- 
ated by the same families and 
under the original name. 


Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Pete- 
fish had a son, Louis Alexander 
Petefish, born in 1860 and a 
resident of Virginia durine his 
early life. He was married to 
Miss Callie Stribling, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Milton Strib- 
ling, of Virginia. They were the 
parents 
of 
a 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
Maria Petefish Prather whose 
generosity and devotion to her 
family has led her to donate 
this fine memorial library 
to 
the city of Virginia, home of 
her 
ancestors, 
her 
birthplace 
and where she spent her early 
life. 


Mrs. Samuel Petefish was the 
owner 
of 
a 
square 
Steinway 
piano, bought in St. Louis and 
brought by boat to Beardstown. 
Their son, Louis Petefish, had 
it made into a table after his 
parents' deaths and it is now 
in the living room of the Illi- 
nois 
Presbyterian 
Home, 
in 
Springfield. Mr. and Mrs. Pete- 
fish Were members of the Vir- 
ginia Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church. 
Their 
home was 
al- 
ways open to the young people 
of the church and many a hap- 
py social 
event was 
enjoyed 
there. They were "Uncle Sam" 
and "Aunt Nancy" to many.

FOOD AND PEOPLE 


While Americans worry about 
over-eating, much of the world's 
population suffers from hunger 
and malnutrition. 


During the first 1500 years of 
the Christian era world popula- 
tion doubled. In the next 400 
years it tripled. In only 66 years 
of this century world population \ 
has almost doubled again and is 
expected to reach 6 billion by 
the year 2000. That's double the 
present world population of 3 
billion. 


The big population explosion 
was touched off by introduction 
of pesticides and miracle drugs. 
More infants survived the haz- 
ardous early years and more 
adults won a longer life expec- 
tancy. 


World population is currently 
increasing at a rate of 3% per 
year, but world food production 
is being increased by only V/2% 
per year.

More Beef and Poultry Is Ex- 
pected. The number of cattle 
feed October 1 was up 8 
percent from the year before. 
Furthermore, 
many 
farmers 
have been feeding their cattle 
to heavier weights than they 
did last year. Thus it appears 
that there will be an abundance 
of beef to compete for the con- 
sumer's dollars during the next 
several weeks. 


Turkeys also will be strong 
competitors, especially 
around 
Thanksgiving, 
Christmas 
and 
New Year's. Farmers are pro- 
ducing about 116 million turkeys 
this year, 11 percent more than 
last year. 
One turkey 
often 
makes three or four meals for 
a family. 


During the next two months, 
broiler supplies are expected to 
run 10 to 12 percent above last 
year. Broiler 
production 
will 
total over 45 million birds in 
most weeks. 


Consumer Demand for Meat 
Is Uncertain. Consumer buying 
power is at an all-time high. 
Almost everyone who is willing 
and able to work has a job. The 
flow of personal income is run- 
ning about 8 percent higher than 
it was a year ago. 


Some families, however, are 
becoming more conservative in 
their spending. In many cities 
housewives are protesting what 
they view as "the high cost of 
food." Even those who do not 
join 
any 
protest 
group 
may 
trim their spending for meat. 
Any slowing-down of pork buy- 
ing would depress hog prices 
a few days later. 


There is some evidence that 
many families are passing up 
luxury 
items 
in 
favor 
of 
economy models. If this practice 
extends to purchases of meat, 
pork might gain at the expense 
of beef. 


Since the supply of pork in 
prospect for the late fall and 
winter is about halfway between 
the levels of one and two years 
ago, perhaps prices will also 
fall to the halfway level. That 
would be about $21.50 for bar-

markets.

TRESPASSING 
HUNTERS 


Now that the hunting season 
is here, farmers are concerned 
about their rights and duties 
regarding people who hunt on 
their land. 


No one has a right to hunt on 
property without the permission 
of the owner or tenant. If the 
owner is not the operator and 
the land is leased, the hunter 
must obtain permission of the 
tenant. Even the landlord him- 
self may not hunt on his rented 
farms without permission from 
the tenants, unless' he has re- 
served this right in the lease. 


One who hunts without per- 
mission may be held liable for 
damages for trespassing. This 
means that the occupant of the 
land may recover money dam- 
ages for any harm caused by 
the trespasser, whether it be an 
animal killed, livestock fright- 
ened or crops or fences trampl- 
ed down. And the 
trespasser 
may be liable even though the 
property is not fenced or post- 
ed. 


In 
addition, 
the 
trespasser 
may be held criminally liable 
if he enters or remains on land 
after receiving notice from the 
owner or tenant that such en- 
try is forbidden. A person has! 
received the required notice if 
he has been 
either orally 
a printed or written notice for 
bidding such entry

He is not re- 
quired to make the premises! 
safe. But he must give warning j 
of concealed conditions or act- 
ivities on his land that he knows 
about. If hunters are already on 
the premises, the farmer should 
inform other hunters of this 
fact when they obtain permis- 
sion to hunt.
